It appeared 
that the would-bs suicide had, while in hia 
cell, mutilated himself in a horrible man- 
er. He has boon sent to the Gao! Hos- 
pital. 
A cass ia boing tried just now at Singapore 
in which the Sporting world of that port 
are keenly interested. Some of the revela- 
tions with regard to the sale of horses and 
t » proceedings of the races are not very 
creditable fo cortain parties. It appears 
‘hat the newspapers. there had, by some 
influence or othar, been inducod to withhold 
theaeal names of cortain witnesses and in. 
sar assumed names, The Chiof Justice, 
Sir DP. T. Ford, took occasion before the 
opening of the case one morning to speak 
vory atrongly against this procedure. Here 
is what the Straits Tics says of the matter. 
(The other paper maintains o discreet 
silonce):——* Chief Justice Sir T. FT. Ford, 
before the opening of the cage, Elphick v. 
the Sporting Club, addressed himaelf to 


the newspaper ‘reporters, soundly eating 
(rating 7) them for inserting in their rea- 
pective papers agsumed names of -witnesaca, 
instead of thoir. correct ones. Some of 
these names; said his Lordship, were o2- 
ceedingly silly ones, Hie Lordship then 
addressed the reporters, telling them that 
their duty there was to report correctly, 
but when assumed names were given to the 
witnesses, the report waa no longer a’ cor- 
rect one, and therefore not likely to benefit 
the-onquiring public in any way, It wasa 
stigma on the Liberty of the Press, and his 


; Lordship wes astonished ‘that ench a thing 


was permitted. In somming up. his Lord- 
ship warned the offending reporters not to 
allow such-o.thing to happen again, of it 
wold result in their not being permitted 
to report in that Court.’ 


A CORRESPONDENT, .whose letter appears 
elséwhero, calls attention to the culture of 
the Blue Gum-tree (Eucalyptus. Globulus) 
in Hongkong.’ This subject brings back to 
one's mind the efforts made in Governor 
Henneasy’s time to introduce this whele- 
some. trea into the Colouy ; and although 
we do not [pretend to pronounce upon the 
question ‘whether or not the Bacalyptua 
can flourish here, if fairly tried and proper- 
ly treated, mecommend oar correspondent's 
romarka:on- the sabjoct, One thing that 
atrikes us very forcibly, however; about thin 
discussion on the Gum-tree is, what possi+ 
ble connection “it ould have had with the 
suppression of the Fover Commission Re- 
port. HE, the Govornor must have ap- 
patently entertained an idea quite different 
from that which pervaded thé minds of the 
Colonial Seorstary and the Clerk of Coun- 
tile. Dr Stewart stated, in reply to Mr B, 
Layton, that ono or two questions were 
pending ;-and Mr Seth added that the Re- 
port would not be published until they 
heard from the Secretary of State. The 
Governor, however, has now found that, so 
far as he knows, ‘there is no reason why 
the report should not be laid on the table 
at once.’ Of course, we are pleased to find 
that this is so, and that the Report, al- 
though unnecessarily delsyed for two or 
three months, is now before the public. «Lt 
will be equally gratifying to find that 
the publication of a Report like that 
of the Fever Commission. in ite on- 
tirety :.does not depend upon : the will 
‘Of the Scerotary” of Stato, although’ the’ 
announcement made in Finance Committes’ 
certainly gave grounds for the fear that 
even this small ehred of independence was 
not to be left to us, Proceeding upon this 
assumption, we remarked strongly upon the 
unusual and. unheard-of proceeding of re- 
ferring Home a document which belonged 
peculiacdy to ithe public, aud protested 
against a vote boing: mado. for. a Report. 
which, althongh printed, had never besa 
Given to the public, As the impression 
conveyed by’ Dr Stewart and Mr Seth 
raust have been erroneous, we are glad to 
find’ that. what. seemed to be a suppres 
sion and a. reference to the Secretaryiof 
Stata was merely an ‘oversight occasioned 
by a.too close study. of the ptopertics of the 
Gum-trée,”. It is not-made perfectly clear 
in the Governor's remarks why the Colonial | 
Secretary and the Clerk of Councils were 
so misled, or why the Encalyptus so aeri- 
outly. interfered with tbe. appearance: of 
the Report, But wo have the word of His 
Bsoollency that such was tha sano, and with 
that-the public, must romain, satisfied, et 
pecially ax they now kave the Report to 
read, to mark, and to inwardly digest, 


Ly anothor ‘column will bo found tho full 
roport of the Fover Commission, Wo will 
refer to it more at length on another occa- 
sion, and.wo would simply nay at present 
that it-is well worthy of the consideration 
of all the residents of the Colony. Wo 
need scarcely say that somo of the hoad 
linea are aur own.

The conclusions arrived at conceruing the 
diseases fuund prevalent in the Wostern 
District are as fuilowa :—-

2ud.—That fever appears to bo endemio 
in the Western District, but that it 
has possibly been mere prevalent 
during the périeds complained of in 
the. petition.

symptoms of what may have been 
au Wer-gas8 PolBoning. 

THE CAUSES OF ILLNESS. 

The conclusions arrived at concerning the 
Causes of Fover in the Western District 
gonerally are :— 

NO SUB-BOIL DRAINAGE. 

‘Ast.— absence of sub-soit drainuge. —The 
Commissioners during their investigations 
have elicited varions differences and pecu- 
liarities appertaining to different districts 
of Hongkong, o# regards the subject of 
drainage. The conformation of the original 
drains in the Coluny provided fur surface 
drainage. In fact the drains aos originally 
made were surface drains pura and simple; 
ond they did not, aud were not intended to 
serve any other purposes. Gradually how- 
aver theae drains were used as drain sewers, 
and act being constructed for anch a pur- 
pose, fuiled to fulfii their functions a3 
sewers, but acted through their faulty 
construction as subsoil dra-ns, In the 
newer parts of the town, and in the 
Westara District in particular, sewers pro- 
per were laid down in the first instance ; 
which, while they more efficiently per- 
formed their function as sewers, contributed 
but little to the sub-scil drainage of the 
neighbourhood through which they ran. 
Tt therefore appears that in tha newer dis. 
tricts, houses axe built more perfectly 
sewered, perhaps, but by that very fact 
stand in eoila damp with sub-seil water and 
with no artificial provision for its exit. 

YaE DANGER oF EAWTH CUTTINGS. 

2at.— Earth Cuttings.-According to W. 
©. Maclean, 0.B , M-D., Professor of mili- 
tary medicine, in the Army Medical Schoul, 
Netley, who was encamped on Hongkong 
before it was ceded to the British Guvern- 
ment, the soil was but little disturbed and 
the troops did not suffer ; but, when. exca- 
vations were made at aanbsequent time, for 
the construction of the City of Victoria, a 
fatal form of raemitjent fever appeared, 
which caused great.mortélity.. From thia 
and many subsequent experiences, earth- 
cuttings, both in Hongkong and other 
countries have been considered as an im- 
portant factor in the production of condi- 
tions tending to tho outbreak of fever. At 
the same time it is observed in some dis. 
trieta of Hongkong and moro especially, at 
the present excavations golive on at Kow- 
loon, ap jrununity from fuver svems tu 
oxiot in some places, In the Western Dis.

MOEE PLANT CULTIVATION REQUIEED. 


Srd,—Absence of Cultivation.—The culti- 
vation of plants, herbs and trees is a thing 
of recent date in Hongkong, and it is possi- 
ble that the afforestation bas not even, 
where best developed, advanced sufficiontly 
to produce the maximum of good. Jn the 
Western District moreover the afforestation 
is dpyoloped tg but small extent, to so swall 
an extent; fact that. the henefits agerning 
therefrom sre ea yot practically nil, 

Evidence as to the existence of goud be- 
stowed upon malarial districts by plants is 
obtained in a negative way thus :—It is 
well known that, in many districts with 
plentiful vegetation, when large clearances 
have been made, malarial fever previously 
in abeyance has broken put eubsequent to 
auch clearance, and in such 8 manoer that

THE SITUATION OF THE HOUSES BAD.. 


4th.—-The situation of the housc.— The 
situation of the houses in the Western 
District is such that malarial fever might be 
expected to goyeloy around them.

HOW DRAINAGE IN THE COLONY 
HAS BEEN BOTCHED. 

The conditions of drainage wet with in 
the Western District which struck the Com- 
aissioners as calling for comment are :— 

NO VENTILATORS. 

lat.—The absence of sentilatore.— As 
brought out in evideuce there are no regular 
ventilators, that is, oo openings constructed 
for the purposes ef al owing the entrance of 
freah ond the exit of foul air, in tho course 
of the public acwers, What openings thera 
are, exist for the purposes of carrying off the 
surface water, with, in additiun, a ventila- 
tion shaft at the top of the muin sewers, 
Tho oponings for carrying otf surface water 
are in aome instances trapped, in othera pro- 
vided with » motal valve and ina third pet 
guarded simply by gratings. Of these it is 
plain that the first—the trapped openings 
—are not intended for the entrance or exit 
of air; thet the second—the valved 
openings—act imperfectly as ventilators, | 
their very purpose being tha complete | 
closure to sewer gas, of ‘the a:urture they | 
guard. tis only tha third class therefore | 
the openings provided with gratings— 
which cun serve the purpose of allowing 
frco communication with the nit, and it 
does not aeem that they sre adequate by 
themselves to provide for the oxidation of 
tha sewer gases. Tr 

In addition to these openings many of 
the mais aswers are provided with venti- | 
luting shafta pleoad at different lovols along | 
the face of the hill. Sume of these shafts 
are situated below, wn a fevel with, or 
above the prevent house-building levels. 

The abatts in question are intended to 
act 28 exits of foul air, and the Com-| 
missioners found they fulfilled their 
functions to some, or it might be even toa 
considerable extent. hut they serve to 
eompletely fulfil the purpose cf ventilation 
of the sewers may bu called in question;

Tn all instances the coolie quarters ara 
defective as reyards both their dwelling ac- 
coumedation and latrine arrangementa, 
The dwelling quartera ore in maiiy 
instances built against the hill side, not 
roised from the ground and directly 
ventilating into the mein sewer and 
in some inatances were found to 
exist over the latrines. The latrines 
are highly objectionable. even in the best 
quarters, the odour boing’ eo great as to be 
unbearable. The vessels made to receive 
the flaid part of the acil wera either over- 
flowing or broken, and the fluid soil was 
allowed to percolate either inte the floor 
of the latrine or into the nearest house 
drain surface guily. 

In one instanca the fluid soil, kitchen 
and bath waste were allowed to flow on to 
the ground directly below the +indows uf 
the Seotling Louse. ey 
Disused bath-room traps were found asa- 
lesa owing to the evaporation of tho water 
in the trap, andrain watertraps were for the 
same reason ineflicient ; these traps moreover 
lond directly to the main sewers, and from 
their inefficiency the gasca from the sewers 
found their way into the houses or the 
euurt-yarda adjacont. 

In ono instance a house drain opened on 
to the rain water pipes. of the roof of the 
house iromedately below, The surface 
traps Inid down. around the houses in the 
Western District generaliy were very de- 


was more than } of an inch below the level 
of the trap water, and in most instances, 
4-of an inch was all the covering which the 
construction of the trap rendered possible, 
In not afew instances the water of the 
teup waa insufficiont either from evaporas 
tion or from suction. 

Seeing that theso traps, in many in- 
stances, cunstituted tho only guard whereby 
the gages of the main sewer were prevented 
in the neighbourhood of 
dwellings, tha Uummissionera regard thor 
have the maximum dip represented above, 
to prevent suwer gas more especially at the 
higher levels finding its way through the 
trap, 7 . 

These facts, taken in conjunction with 
the inadequacy of the main sewer ventila- 
tion, areregarded with much concern. The 


account just given of the irregularities and : 


remedies about to be recommended may be 
more intelligible. 


RECOMMEN DATIONS. 
SUB-SOLL DRATRAGE, 


L—That sub-soit drainage be proceeded 
with at once.—From information gathered 
from reliable sources, it is possible to pro- 
ceed with such drainage without waiting 
for more radical changes, in either the prin, 
ciples of. ventilation, or ia the improve: 
ments providing for the amelioration of the 
pyesent condition contained in the Publio 
Health Ordinance. 

The expense auch a work would involva

—Tho present int. rmittent supply of water 
is & serious ovil to the colony. itis, how- 
ever, in tho process of being remedied, and 
that too by means which in all probability 
will bo adequate. It ia therefore the ro- 
commondation of the Commission that the 
Tytam water supply be pushed forward with 
tho utmost speed. For many years the 
works have been in the process of conatruc- 
tion, and it ia belioved it will be about 15 
or 18 months still before they are finished, 
In tho meantime the health of the com- 
munity is bring impaired and the lives of 
not a few socrificed by the delay in the 
completion. It is desirable therefore that 
the works should be pushed on ao o8 to bo 
open befors the lst November, 1888, that 
is, bofore the dry season sets in, 
question of expanse the Commissioners aro 
satisfied that the residents in the colony are 
willing to put theie hands in their pockets 
for auch s purpose. 

Although the improvement in the quan- 
tity of water will, by the opaning of the 
Tytam works, be & great boon, the Com- 
miasionera view the source af the water 
entering the Pokfulam Reservoir with ap- 
prehension, It is stored in an eminently 
malarial district, and tho gatharing ground 


with housés unprovided with draina, More- 
over, tho building going onin tho neigh- 
bourhood of the pathoring ground is provo- 
cative of much disturbance of the soil owing 
to the labourers unearthing stonea in large 
quantity, The earth is thereby disturbed 
and the colour if not other qualities of the 
wator in interfared with, 

Without going more into detail the Com- 
missioners believe that, by and bye, the 
Pokfulam water supply will become an un- 
desirable ona, 


THE SEWERAGE MUAT RE IMPROVED, 


Vi—That the sewerage be improved. —The 
discussion of the drainage and ‘sowerage, 
more especially of the Western Dirtrict, hos
